“The four of us,” said Miss Myer 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter, ‘“‘had sup- 
per in South St. Louls, Thursday even- 
ing, and then drove out to Forest Park 
Highlands. After the show, we started 
home, and Mr. McMyler let the ma- 
chine out at its best speed. 

“The wind was roaring about us, ana 
I told my companion he had better 
take off his wide-brimmed panama hat. 
He laughed at me. 

Tries to Turn Machine. 

“Just then the hat blew off and went 
rolling down the road behind us. I 
can't imagine what possessed Mr. Mc- 
Myler. Without setting the brakes or 
‘cutting out’ the engine, he tried to 
turn the machine about to chase his 
hat. 

“Then we were al] flying through 
the air, and as I struck I heard a ter- 
rific detonation as the machine blew up. 
It's a providence we weren't all killed.” 

The accident occurred near midnight 
Thursday on the Grand Drive, near 
Fulkner drive. Northrop hailed a pags- 
ing automobile, whose passengers he 
did not know, and the four persons 
Were taken to the office of Dr. John 
™. Grant, 586 North Tavilor avenue, 
where they recived emergency treat- 
ment. 

Burning Car Abandoned. 

The burning car was abandoned, and 
two bicyclists passing through the park 
notified the Mounted Police Station. The 
Neense tag enabled the authorities to 
learn the name of the machine's owner. 

Mrs. Northrop reached St. Louis from 
Colorado a few hours after the accident 
occurred, and her son met her at Union 
Station. 

Miss Lannon was critically injured a 
year ago when an automobile in which 
she was riding ran into a ditch in For- 
est Park.

FAIRVIEW, LINCOLN, Neb., July 10. 
—This was home day at Fairview. From 
Lincoln and the outlying districts, those 
who know the Bryan family, and many 
who do not, came to congratulate them 
on the honor that has fallen to the 
master of Fairview. 

Next-door neighbors, farmers from 


Normal and all parts of Lancaster 
County, came to pay their respects to 
both Mr. and Mrs. Bryan, and wish 
them success. 

They came by street car as early as 
8 o’clock, and later all kinds of vehicles, 
from the old-fashioned lumber wagon 
to the automobiles, brought friends and 
neighbors, eager to give their evidence 
of good will. 

By 10:30 the lawn in front of the house 
was crowded with 2000 persons. From 
the city of Lincoln came a large dele- 
gation, preceded by a brass band and 
a large American flag, carried by James 
Kern. 

From the time they came in sight 
until they drew up in front of the 
Bryan residence they cheered, and when 
the nominee spoke to them they punc- 
tuated every sentence with applause. 

Speaks From the Steps. 

Mr. and Mrs. Bryan received the 
crowd in front of the house, and he 
spoke from the steps. The great dem- 
onstration paid them. by their neigh- 
bors visibly affected them, and several 
times the speaker was obliged to stop 
because of his emotion. During his 
talk Mrs. Bryan was frequently in 
tears. 

In his speech Mr. Bryan avoided poli- 
tics, and begged his Republican neigh- 
bors to overlook in the future any lan- 
guage on political issues which would 
differ from their views in his place. 
| Avotds Politics, 

Mr. Bryan spoke as follows: 

“I won't ‘make any political speeches 
here at home (applause), because I hate 
to say anything that could cause the 
least bit of antagonism in this commu- 
nity, but it may be necessary, after a 
while (laughter) for me to say just a 
few words that would indi¢ate my polit- 
ical leanings (laughter and applause.) 

“It may be necessary for me to in- 
dorse platform utterances and ty» dis- 
cuss principles, and I want to ask the 
forbearance of Republican friends if 1 
do not always express myself in the 
language that they would use if they 
were speaking on the same subject. (Ap- 
piause and cries of “You can do it, al! 
right.’’) 

“But I awant to assure you now, be- 
fore the campaign opens, and before I 
have to make a political speech, I want 
to assure you now, whatever I may say 
on the subjects that divide us, whatever 
arguments I may advance in support of 
those policies which to me seem beast 
for the country. I. want you always to 
know, and never to forget, that I be- 
lieve thatthe things that bind us to- 
gether as citizens are more important 
and more numerous than vur political 
views. (Applause.) 

“I want you to know that however 
earnest I may be in the presentation o 
my political ideas, I recognize at * 
times the equal right of every other 
citizen to his opinions, and as I respect 
you no less for candidly stating your 
views, I hope you will think none the 
less of me if I candidly state my views 
when occasion calls for a statement. 
(Applause. ) 

Earnest and Charitabie. 

“I like to believe that every American 
citizen places his love of country above 
his love of party. I like to believe 
that every American citizen prefers the 
triumph of that which is right to. the 
triumph of that which he may believe 
to be right, {f he is in fact mistaken. 

“And, my friends, building on this 
basis, we can be both earnest an@ char- 
itable, for tf we love our country, we

DENVER, July 10. 
William Jennings Bryan of Nebraske 
was nominated for the third time for 


the office of the President of the United 
States by the Democratic National Con- 


Vention at 3:40 o‘clock this morning, | 


amid wild enthusiasm. 

The result came after an all-night 
session, which was kept In a constant 
state of turmoll up to the culminating 
moment when the Nebraska leader was 
proclaimed the choice of the Convention 
as the Democratic standard bearer. The 


| nomination was made on the first and 


only ballot, the yote standing: William 
J. Bryan, 892%; Gov. John A. Johnson, 
46; Judge George Gray, 59%. 

The announcement of the vote was the 
signal for a wild demonstration equal- 
ing tn turbulence, if not in duration, the 
record-breaking display which on 
Wednesday afternoon greeted the first 
mention of Bryan’s name in the con- 
vention. 

The scene within the amphitheater 
at the moment the nomination was 
made, was one of stirring animation. 
From pit to dome the vast coliseum was 
packed with 10,000 people, thinned out 
in the remoter galleries after hours 
of waiting and the intense discomforts 
of the hot night. 


It was a spectacle of grandiose propor- 
tlons—tier on tier and gallery on gal- 
Jery of animated forms, the women in 
the delegates massed below, 
many of them coatless, a myriad of 
fans fluttering to combat the stifling 
heat and close atmosphere of this long 
pent up exubérant multitude, every 
ready to spring into feverish outbreaks 
of enthusiasm, and everywhere the blaze 
of flags, bunting and patriotic devices 
and the enveloping folds of Old Glory. 


Throng Wild With Exmthusiasm, 


Twice before the throng had,been 
moved into a mad ecstacy, first by the 
speech placing the name.of Bryan in 
nomination and the other when that of 
Gov. Johnson of Minnesota was pro- 
posed, but these manifestations paied 
before the culminating outburst of emo- 
tion. 

At the announcement of the Ne- 
braskan's actual nomination, the whole 
assemblage rose en masse, waving flags. 
handkerchiefs, newspapers, hats and 
coats, everything which hands could lay 
on to wave aloft or hold in the air, 
while a bedlam of sound poured out 
from these 10,000 throats in exultant 
yells, catcalls, war whoops, with the 
added din of shrieking horns, the roar 
of megaphones and the strains of. bands 
playing an exultant anthem. 

Nomination Made Unanimous, 

When for a moment order could be se- 
cured out of this temestuous chaos of 
demonstration, State after State, which 
had first recorded its vote for Johnson 
or Gray, fell into line with the over- 


{mastering Bryan column, and the nom- 


ination was made unanimous and by 
acclamation. The taking of the vote 
had been followed with breathless in- 
terest, as State after State swelled the 
Bryan strength. 


When New York was reached in the 
call of states, the announcement of 
Chief Murphy, ‘78 votes for Bryan,” 
brought out a wild outburst of enthusi- 
astic approval, which for a time com- 
pelled the suspension of the rollcall. 

A further delay was caused by a de- 
mand for a poll of the New York dele- 
gation. On this poll, many of the New 
York delegates, including Judge Alton 
B. Parker, the presidential nominee four 
years ago, remained silent, but the en- 
tire 78 votes of the delegation were 
east for Bryan under the ‘‘unit rule.’’ 

Pennsylvania was similarly called, 
the 
delegation, and the vote of Pennsy!l- 
vania, as finally cast, was divided. 

The chairman’s first words made 
know to the delegates at last 
night’s session of the convention 
that there would . be a late 
session. Recognizing Congressman Olite 
James, at the head of the Kentucky 
delegation, he inquired whether the 
Committee on Resolutions were ready 
to repert. Receiving a negative answer 
he appointed a committee to wait on it 
and ascertain when it would be ready, 
and then declared that speeches would 
be in order for a time. 

Several Democrats of national prom!- 
nence delivered brief addresses unti! 
8:40, when James returned and  an- 
nounced that the Resolutions Commit- 
tee would be unable to report until mid- 
night. 

Then the Kentuckian moved that the 
rules be suspended in order that nom- 
inating speeches might be made, making 
the proviso, however, that the vote on 
the candidate for President should. not 
be taken until after the platform could 
be adopted. 

The motion prevailed, and then 1. J. 
Dunn, Assistant City Attorney of Oma- 
ha, was recognized to place the leader 
of the Nebraska Democrats in nomina- 
tion. Dunn was in exctellent voice and’ 
his speech, an eloquent tribute to 
Bryan, thrilled the crowd, 

Especially demonstrative were the 
Alabama delegates, whose action in giv- 
ing way to Nebraska on the rolicall gave 
the State the Opportunity to urge the 
claims of its favorite son.

DENVER, Colo., July 9.—Nominating 
William Jennings Bryan, Ignatius L. 
Dunn of Nebraska spoke in part as fol- 
lows: 

“Crises arise in the life of nations 
which endanger their institutions and, 
at times, imperil the advance of civiliza- 
tion. 

‘'We have such a crisis to meet today. 
The favor-seeking corporations have 
gradually strengthened their hold upon 
the Government until they now menace 
popular institutions 

“The Democratic party must furnish 
the leader which present conditions de- 
mand, and he must be a man known to 
be free from the influences that control 
the Republican party. 

“He must be a man of superior intel- 
lect, sound judgment, positive convic- 
tions and moral courage—one who will 
meet the forces of plutocracy with a 


Naked sword of truth—one who knows 


ho surrender. He must have a genius 
for state-craft; he must be a man of 
wide experience in public affairs; he 
must have ability to formulate policies 
and courage to defend them. 

“But, abeve all, he must have faith in 
the people. He must not only believe 
in the right of the people to govern; but 
in their capacity to do so. And he must 
be a man whom the people known and 
trust. ' 


Tells of Bryan’s Triumphs. 
“In the most distinguished pence con- 


vention that has assembled in recent 
years, he proposed a plan which, if 
adopted, would prove more effective 
than any arbitration treaty that has yet 
been made, and by nis influence he se- 
cured its approval by the representa- 
tives of the 26 leading nations there as- 
sembled. 

“Honesty is Inherent in him. He was 


wen Henest awyer;) before he entered poj- 


Atics. He was. honest in his political, 
‘methods before bis statesmanship was 
recognized by the uation; and-he has 


beer, honest throughout his political ca-' 


reer. — 

“His convictions have been his polit- 
ical creed. He has impressed those con- 
victions upon others, not by dictation. 
but by arguments addressed to the 
judgment and the conscience. 

“Believing in the ultimate triumph of 
right, he has never examined questions 
fréin the standpvint of expediency. He 
has never inquired whether a politcal 
principle wag popular; it has been suf- 
ficient for him to believe that it was 
right. 

“He has been a consistent champion 
of the reserved rignts of the states. 
He favored the election of senators by 
direct vote before the House of Repre- 
sentatives ever acted favorably upon the 
subject. He champtoned tariff reform 
when the West was the hot-bed of pro- 
tection. 

‘“‘He has always been the friend of la- 
bor, and was among the first to urge 
conciliation between tabor and capital. 
He began to oppose government by in- 
junction more than a decade ago. He 
announced his opposition to imperialism 


before any other man of prominence 


had expressed himself on the subject, 
and without waiting to see whether it 
Would be popular. 

“Through years of unparalleled politi- 
warfare, his loyalty to his ideals 
and to his fellow men has been abun- 
@antly shown. His refusal to surren-

Lincoln Hurrah Postponed. 


The belief that the hour of nomination 
would be late caused the postponement 
of the local celebration which had been 
planned for last night. 

It had been planned for Lincoln citi- 
zens, including those at the capitoi, to 
visit Fairview on receipt of news of the 
nomination. 

The visit was postponed until after 
daylight. 

Notwithstanding this change in the 
official plans, many visitors from Lin- 
coln called in the early part of the 
night, and all were warmly greeted. 
There is no telling how long the crowd 
on the lawn would have waited but for 
the deadly work of the Nebraska jig- 
ger.

AIRVIEW, LINCOLN, Neb., July 10.—So far had the dawn advanced 

F that lights were scarcely needed when the bulletin flashing the news of 
Mr. Bryan’s nomination arrived today. 

The tidings galvanized into life the somnolent spirits and drooping eyelids 
of the party which had sat the night through in the Bryan parlor. 

The nominee sat beside his daughter, Grace, on a settee when, for the 
third time in his life, he heard himslf called to lead his party. A. R. Talbot, 
Mr. Bryan’s former law partner, was the first to grasp his hand, and for a 
moment he was kept busy with both hands acknowledging the congratulations 


around by the kitchen door, and as- 
sured others, nervous about missing 
transportation back to town, that the 
last cars would not leave Bryan sta- 
tion until’ nearly midnight. She did 
not try to hurry the friendly folks 
away. 

Speaking to a white-bearded visitor 
from Fremont; Neb., who: had spoken of 
the long session of the Resolutions Com- 
mittee, Mr. Bryan said the Committee 
had waited long that the platform might 
be the better. 

To others he said: “I think we will 
have a platform that wil please you.” 
Got no Chance to Rest. 

The crowd departing, hatless mostly, 
as they had come from the city, Mr. 
Bryan stepped out among the crowd of 
newspaper men in the sun parlor to 

get bulletins from Denver. 

“Mrs. Bryan got the chair,” he said, 
indicating the large willow steamer 
chair on which he lay, “for me, but I 
haven't had a chance to try it till now.”’

The psychological moment for going 
to the telephone was when the tele- 
graph announced that Alabama yielded 
to Nebraska,. and I. J. Dunn was 
sounding the praises of Mr. Bryan in 
a nominating speech. 


Hears Wildest Applause. 

The clever ¢ontPivance was balky for 
a time. Little could be heard during 
the speech. But when the flashing of 
Bryan's picture brought out a recrud- 
esence of yesterday’s delirium, the in- 
strument rose to the occasion, and Mr. 
Bryan, seated in the midst of his fam- 
ily, heard the cheering and the voice of 
Sergeant-at-Arms John I. Martin. 

“Clayton says the Tammany Tiger 
wil' make a meal of the G. O. P. ele- 
phant next fall,’’ said Mr. Martin, and 
through the instrument his voice was 
mingled with the dull roar of thousands 
of voices, an occasional strain of music 
or song and the high-pitched comments 
of those near the megaphone in the 
auditorium. 

A piping voice cried ‘Hurrah for 
Bryan,’ and the sound died away like 
the death rattle of a phonograph. The 
wire had failed. It came up a moment 
later, and the megaphone was switched 
off that Mr. Bryan might hold a con- 
versation. 

Mrs. Bryan and Miss Grace Bryan, 
Mrs. Allen, Mr. Talbot and Mrs. J. W. 
Winger, a friend of Bryan, took turns 
at listening. 


Like St. Louts Meeting. 

When the cheering was over, Mr. Bry- 
an appéared with a supply of cigars for 
his fellow watchers and sank for a lux- 
urious moment in the steamer chair, 
yawned heartily and remarked that the 
present convention reminded him of the 
one at St. Louis four years ago. Then 
he had some sudden thought and re- 
turned to his office. The nature of the 
thought was apparent shortly afterward 
when Miss Grace Bryan entered with 
a large pitcher of buttermilk, it having 
been churning day at Fairview. 

Miss Bryan, who is 17 years old, was 
enjoying the whole proceedings. She 
Was the only one who did, not seem 
weary.

Pleased With Platform, 


Bryan said, after reading it: 

“I am very much pleased with the 
platform. It is clear, specific and strong, 
and I am grateful to the committee for 
the work that they have done in stating 
the issues. I am sure that the platform 
will greatly strengthen us in the fignt 
upon which we are entering.’”’ 

At 12:30 @ m., Mr. Bryan reappeared 
in the sun parlor—now a moon parlor, 
lighted faintly by a lone gas jet and 
a kerosene lamp. His brother, he said 
he had learned, had not yet seen the 
convention, but expected to do so to- 
night. The fact that two Williams 
were (one of them stil] prospectively) 
candidates for President, and _ that 
each had a brother Charles, was not- 
ed by Mr. Bryan. 

The long wait in the stuffy offices 
had fatigued the women in the party 
and they fled to the steps to await 
further news, in expectation that vot- 
ing would soon begin. 

The party gravitated between the 
porch and the parlor during the hours 
which remained before the decisive 
news was received.

The girl was found crying on the 
a policeman and taken to 


ers, where she spent the night. 

It was determined without the shadow 
of a doubt Friday that there is no 
trace of negro blood in the girl. No one 
who saw her believed that there was 
any possibility of her having a black 
strain, but there have been innumerable 
cases in which persons believed to have 
been white have been proved to have 
negro blood and every test was made 
at the Imstance of the Post-Dispatch to 
prove or disprove the woman’s state- 
ment. 


Girl Is All White. 

Miss Chamberlain, the name under 
which she has always gone, has blue 
eyes, light brow, wavy ‘hair and a 
fair complexion. Her mouth is small and 
her lips smali wnd bow-shaped, the 
whites of her eyes are clean and clear. 

Ther are three infallible tests to dis- 
cover the presence of negro blood in 
one supposed to be white. The ‘‘moon” 
at the base of the tinger nails of 
negros is dark, while those of white 
persons are white. The “moons” on 
the finger nails of Miss Chamberlain 
are as white as chalk. 

The second test is the color of the 
strip of skin down the spine. In per- 
sons suspected of having negro blood 
in their veins the skin along the spine 
is darker in color than the surrounding 
skin. ; 

At the instance of the Post-Dispatch 
‘Police Matron Mrs. Kintzing made an 
examination of the girl's back in this 
test and reported that the skin was uni- 
formly fair. 

The third test is the color of the 
gums. In thosé*with a‘ negro strain 
the gums are disegored. Miss Cham- 
berlain’s gums are as spink as coral. 

There can be no qtestion that Miss 
Chamberlain is pure Caucasian, and 
the cruel imputation put’ ppon her. by 
her erstwhile, ¢ggten mother «hes been 
refuted. 


Girl Collects Money. 


Miss Chamberlain, im the matron's 
room at Police Headquarters, told a re- 
porter for the Post-Dispatch the re- 
markable story of her wanderings about 
the cgunhtry with the evangelists, sup- 
porting them by asking money from 
men on the streets, in saloons and in 
barber shops. With a bonnet copied 
after those worn by the Salvation Army 

’ lasses, the girl.and other children who 
happened to be attached to the organi- 
zation, would be sent out with tam- 
bourines to collect money for the 
“Christian Volunteers.”” This was the 
| total support of the evangelists, who 
; seldom preached, although the men who 
have been associated with Mrs. Jens- 
sen in the past few years professed to 
be preachers. 


Taken From Convent. 

“All I know about my parentage is 
what I have learned from Mrs. Jeys- 
sen, whe, until seven months ago, went 
by the name of Chamberlain, when she 
married her present husband in Dallas, 
Tex., when we were working there. She 
would never tell me mych about it. My 
earliest recollection was when I was 
about 4 years old, in a convent, from 
which Mrs. Jenssen took me. When I 
= a little girl we lived in Denver. 

en I was 10 years old I was sent out 
to collect money with a tambourine. 
At 15 Mrs. Jenssen began to send me 
into saloons. 

“Mrs. Jenasen's first husband was a 
man varned Garrett. He died and sev- 
eral years later she married a man 
named Bush. He was the one who or- 
ganized this work. We traveled then 
all through: the West, into Utah and 
Wyoming and Kansas and Nebraska, 
going into towns and asking money for 
the Christian Volunteers, seldom preach- 
ing in the streets, but going from store 
to store and into saloons and anywhere 
we thought we could get money. When 
we had got all the money we could, we 
would move to another town.

The two children stand in terror of 
Mrs. Jenssen,’‘and run at her approach.

Kemp, rector of St. Chrysostom’s Epis- 
ecopal Church, a cousin of Mrs. Harry 
Pratt Judson, wife of the president of 


the University of Chicago, has disap- 
peared following an investigation of his 
conduct by the church wardens. 

Dr. Kemp, who came to Chicago last 
fall from Trinity Parish, New York, has 
been reported as being in an Eastern 
sanitarium. It is unlikely he will ap- 
pear before St. Chrysostom’s congrega- 
tion again, however, for parents of four 
choirboye have consulted a lawyer and 
have presented their charges against 
him. 

Leaves Chicago in a Hurry. 

The rector left Chicago hurriedly, 
after he had appeared before the offi- 
cials of the church and denied the seri- 
ous allegations of the choiristers. 

Some of the parishioners are said to 
be determined to carry the matter to 
Bishop C. P. Anderson’s attention. 

It was learned that at least four of 
the choir boys are known by their 
associates to have been called before 
the wardens of the church. They were 
questioned about acts of the clergy- 
man, 

Besides the wardens, other members 
of the parish were . present at this 
meeting, which was secret. 

Lawyer Engaged in Case. 

Subsequently the stories of the boys 
were reduced to writing and the minis- 
ter was given an opportunity to answer 
them. His protestations of inno¢ence 
were firm and flat. 

The members of the choir decided to 
go into the matter more thoroughly, it 
appears, because later some .of_ the 
choir boys went to the office of a 
lawyer and repeated what they had told 
the wardens.

mons he shows evidence of great study 
and culture. : 

Dr. Kemp was called to the rectorship 

of St. Chrysostom’s nearly a year ago 
when Rev. Thaddeus H. Snively was 
obliged to give up the charge on ac- 
count of ill health. Dr. Snively is now 
resting in Europe. 

Parish Is Fashionable. 

The parish is in one of the most fash- 
ionable residence districts of Chicago, 
and has a choir known throughout the 
West. 

When Dr. Snively retired, Dr. Kemp 
was considered the most available of the 
eligible candidates. He hhad made a 
name for work during his connection 
with Trinity Church. ; 

He was said to possess wealtn, and 
had the social connection that wuuld en- 
able him to understand thoroughly the 
needs of a charge like St. Chrysostom’s.

Course of Bullet Through 
Youth’s Head Not Easily 
Determined. 





NO BURNS BY POWDER 





No One Else With Edward J. 
Genin but Annie Claus, 
His Sweetheart. 





Whether the revolver bullet which 
killed Edward J. Genin, 17 years old, in 
the presence of his sweetheart, Annie 
Claus, 16 years old, at the girl’s home, 
609 St. Anthony street, entered the 
back of his head and came out in front 
or took the opposite course is the un- 
solved problem which causes the police 
to hold Miss Claus pending further in- 
vestigation. 

Though the bullet seemingly entered at 
the left nostril, there are no powder 
burns on the face. 

Miss Claus says that Genin shot him- 

scif. The revolver was found loosely 
held in his right hand and the arm was 
lying across his breast. 
' Genin visited Miss Claus last night a 
few minutes after Mrs. Claus had gone 
for a walk. The mother had walked 
only half a block when.her daughter 
overtook her, crying: “Eddie has shot 
himec!?.’’ 

When Mrs. Claus reached the house 
Genin was dead on the floor of the mid- 
dic room. The girl was taken to Police 
headquarters. 


Think Shooting Unintentional. 

“Eddie shot himself, but I dont be- 
lieve he knew the revolver was loaded,” 
she said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Friday. “I had known him for six 
months and he had asked me to marry 
him but I hadn’t given him an answer. 
Fo: the last week he had been calling 
on me every night. 

“Fach night he would take his re- 
volver out of his pocket-and remove the 
cartridges. Then he would point it at 
me and say: ‘Shall I shoot you or my- 
self?’ He was always laughing when he 
said that and it got to be a sert of joke 
between us. ‘ 

“Wednesday night he pointed the re- 
volver at my mother. She became angry 
and made him put it in his pocket. 

“Last night as soon as he came in 
he sat down and went through some 
papers he had in his pocket. After he 
read them all and put them back he 
took oug the #evolver, opened it and 


w knocked the cartridges into his hand.

Mrs. Genin, Edward's mother, 
lives at 117 South Eleventh _ street, 
asked the police to make a thorough in- 
vestigation when she found that there 
were no powder marks on her son’s 
face.

Louis Questa, at whose home, 43655 
Easton avenue, Charles Gilman ended 
his life with carbolic acid with a last 
ery of “Good-by, Marie,”” to Questa’s 
wife, seemed mystified Friday at the 
man’s act. 

“Gilman boarded with my family 
eight months,” Questa told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, ‘until two months 


ago, when we moved to this address. 
I haven’t seen much of him since, and 
didn’t know he ever came here, as my 
wife says he did. 


Spoke of Mother’s Death. 

“IT hadn’t supposed they were friendly, 
and don’t know why he should come 
here to kill himself. No, I don’t know 
why he did it, either. My wife says 
his mother died last November, and 
that he has repatedly said since then he 
wished he could be with her.’’ 

Mrs. Questa was in hysterics Friday 
and was under the care of a physician. 
She could not be seen. Just after Gil- 
man killed himself she told the police 
that he came to the door, opened it and 
drank the acid without a word, ex- 
cept the farewell. She is 35 years old 
and has two children. 

Robert Thompson and his wife, who 
live next door, say they heard a con- 
versation and then a scream from Mrs. 
Questa. When they reached the scene 
Gilman was unable to speak and Mrs. 
Questa was in hysterics. The man died 
before physicians arrived. 


Leaves Three Letters. 

Questa has a saloon at 1450 North 
Grand avenue, and formerly lived above 
it. There Gilman boarded with him. 
Since Questa moved Gilman has lived at 
1304 North Grand avenue. He was a 
tinner, 34 years old. 

In Gilman’s pocket were found three 
letters—one addressed to the Coroner, 
one to an undertaker and one to Wil- 
liam Gilman, 32 North Fourteenth 
street, Terre Haute, Ind. None of them 
has been opened.

Half a dozen legal objections to the 
bill contemplating the isolation of con- 
sumptives and the regulation of other 
Contagious diseases probably will pre- 
vent its passage by the City Council, 
where it has been pending several 
weeks. 

The bill was introduced by Councilman 
Cramer at the request o. Dr. W. B. 
Winn, Assistant Health Commissioner, 
who seeks authority to quarantine per- 
sons suffering from tuberculosis, segre- 
gate cases of whooping cough, close 
streets to traffic, put-all the physicians 
in St. Louis under the jurisdiction of 

. the Health Commissioner and give that 
official the power to make rules which 
“shall have the forcé and effect of or- 
dinances.”’ 

— - Referred to Committee. 

After reporting the bill on June 23, 
the City Council was advised of its 
unconformity to the charter and State 
constitution and referred it again to 
the Committee on Legislation. City 
Counselor Bates has been asked for 
an opinion touching the legality of sev- 
eral of the bill's provisions, but has not 
yet submitted his decision to the Coun- 
cil. 

Twenty-five sections of the Municipal 
Code are repealed by the bill. All these 
sections relate to contagious diseases 
and by many are considered ample rem- 
edy against epidemics. 

In Dr. Winn’s bill the diseases de- 
fined as “‘malignant, infectious and con- 
tagious’’ are smallpox, chicken pox. 
scarlet fever, measles, diphtheria, croup, 
whooping cough, pulmonary or laryn- 
geal tuberculosis, “by whatever name 
known,”’ typhus fever, typhoid fever, 
cerebro-spinal fever, puerperal fever, 
erysipelas, yellow fever, cholera, lepro- 
sy and bubonie plague. Physicians, un- 
der this bill, would have to repert to 
the Health Commissioner every case of 
disease defined in section 2, or become 
Mable to a fine of from $50 to $250. 

In addition to the physician's repoft, 
the house in which the contagious dis- 
ease existed would have to he placard- 
ed as the present*ordinances provide. 

Would Remove the Sufferers, 

Objections of particular force are lev- 
eled at section 12 of Dr. Winn’s bill, 
which authorizes the Health Commis- 
sioner, if he deems necessary, to re- 
_ move from their homes all persons suf- 

. fering with any of the diseases defined 
by him as “malignant, infectious or con- 
tagious,” including whooping cough. 
croup and chicken pox, and place them 
in a hospital provided by the city for 
the treatment of such affections.

ed a bolting ticket. In the course of his 
statement he says: 

“Mr. Dave Ball, who lived in Pike 
County and was not a resident of this 
city, came .to St. Louis and stumped the 
city against the Democratic nominees 
of. this convention. I have searched the 
newspaper records of that time, and 
not in any public speech printed by #he 
newspapers did Ball ever say anything 
in favor of the other Democratic officers 
nominated by this convention.

NO TUBERCULOSIS TERRORISM. 

The bill’ in«relation to contagious, infectious 
and pestilential diseases, pending in the Assem- 
bly, contains inadmissable provisions. 

To. class tuberculosis with yellow fever. small- 
gbx and the bubonic plague is to make an im- 
aiossible definition of such diseases. 
~*Physicians are required to report all cases of 
the enumerated diseases to the Board of Health. 
‘Phe Health Commissioner is required to remove 
persons reported to bé suffering from tubercu- 
Isis’ to a hospital provided by the city if he 
‘whall deem such a course necessary. And the 
Flealth Commissioner is given power to formulate 
any regulations for the management and control 
6f infectious diseases which in his opinion may 
‘be necessary. These rules, “when approved by 
the Board of Health, shall have the force of law.” 
“Nothing more despotic could be conceived of 
: than ‘ this drastic ordinance, which, if enforced, 
“Would open half the houses -of St. Louis to the 
‘visits of health officers bent on finding cases of 
tuberculosis. 

‘ Needless to say, however, such a law could be 
enforced only against the poor. No attempt 
‘would be made to apply it to the well-to-do, whose 
Fright to privacy would be scrupulously respected. 
The seriousness of tuberculosis cannot be be- 
Héfled, but measures of this.kind, paralyze ra- 
‘tional efforts to extirpate it. If wise sanitary 
Wegulations are established and enforced, and a 
‘ystematic program adopted to enlighten the 
people and instruct them in the means of self- 
‘protection, more good will be done than by the 
= of harsh, indiscriminating legislation

However true or false this theory may 
have been, it certainly had the effect 
of advertising Poppaea. It even 
brought her to the notice of the Bm- 
perot Nero, and led to a love affair 
that was to cost thousands of lives. 
Octavius (Julius Cuesir’s nephew) 
had turned Rome from a Republic to 
an empire, with himself as Emperor. 
His successors kept the title without 
inheriting any of its orginator’s genius. 
At last a weak, foolish man named 
Claudius came to the imperial throne. 
Iu 4 B. C. he married his niece Agrip- 
pina, a wicked, clever woman, who in- 
duced him to disinherit his own son and 
to proclaim her young son Nero as his 
heir. Having accomplished this Ag- 
grippina poisoned Claudius and: set Nero 
on the throne. The young Emperor was 
at first a gentle and wise ruler, meekly 
obeying his ambitious mother’s com- 
mands. But flattery at court finally 
prompted him to defy her ard to run 
the empire to suit himself—and them. 
Still Agrippina’s influence was more or 
less powerful over the youth until he 
met Poppaea. 

Poppaea Sabina. was wealthy and of 
patrician family. As a girl she had mar- 
ried a nobleman who had divorced her. 
Then she had married a daring young 
soldier and profligate named Otho, one 
of Nero’s boon companions. Otho loved 
her jealously. So when Nero, falling 
in love with the beautiful woman, sug- 
gested that Otho give her up, the hus- 
band flatly refused. In this refusal he 
was backed by Poppaea herself. Not 
that she cared for Otho, but she read 
Nero’s nature, and knew that opposition 
would fan his fancy for her into wor- 
ship. She was justified in this belief, 
for Nero before long found means of 
separating her from -+he- heartbroken 
Otho. 

Poppaea had made up her mind to be 
Empress. Agrippina hated her. Nero 
also had a wife, Octavia. But these ob- 
stacles did not check Poppaea. One 
by one she cleared them away. She 
persuaded Nero that his mother was 
conspiring against him and worked him 
to such a frenzy of rage and fear that 
he had Agrippina murdered. Next Pop- 
paea induced him to divorce Octavia 
and to consent to her death. Nothing 
now stood tn the fair adventuress’ way, 
and she and Nero were formally mar-

Wonderful’ Marksmanship Under 
Adverse Conditions in Interna- 
tional Contest at Bisby. 





BISLEY, England, July 10.—The 
Americans took the bulk of the honors 
in the international match of the Olym- 
pic rifle contests. They finished first in 
both the 200 and the 500 yards contests, 
and Lieut. Semon of Ohio won the gold 
medal for the best revolver shooting in 
the individual 300 meter contest. 

At the 220-yard range the Amer- 
cans made the high score with 
428. Sweden was second with 423, fol- 
lowed by other teams with scores as 
follows: 

England, 419; Canada, 412; France, 397; 
Norway, 396; Greece, 384; Denmark, 375. 

The conditions for the match were 
far from ideal, the sky being overcast 
and rain threatening. 

A breeze of 20 miles an hour was 
blowing. At the shorter ranges this 
was not serious, but when they come 
to the longer ranges, the marksmen 
anticipate difficulty, as puffs of wind 
are blowing constantly across the line 
of fire. 

The Americans went to the butts with 
the hope of doing great at things. Tois 
hope was realized, for the first five 
men of the American team got into the 
70 = class. Capt. Casey of Delaware 
topped the list with 74, the best indi- 
vidual swore at the distance. Capt. Ben- 
edick was only one behind Casey with 
73, dropping only two points with a 
couple of inners. Martin and Lueshner 
scored 71 each, while Eastman get 70. 
Winder is the only American who scored 
less than 70; he made 69. 

In the shoot-off for the double shot 
competition at running deer, Walter 
Winans, American, won the gold medal 
with a score of 4 against .:ankin's 41. 
Rankin is an Englishman. In the 
shoot-off for second place in the single 
shot competition at a running deer, Ran- 
kin won with 30, Rogers making 20. 

America did even better at 500 yards 
in the international match, scoring 438 
out of a possible 450. England also did 
better at the greater distance and re- 
placed Sweden in second place by scor- 
ing 486. The aggregates for the two 
ranges now are: 

America 866, England 855, Sweden. 848, 
Canada 830 and France 814. The other 
teams all scored under 800, Lueshner 
contributed 75, the highest score possi- 
ble, to the American tally, while Mar- 
tin was close up to him with 74. Winder 
and Eastman also scored 74 each.

GIRL DROPS HER Dt 
$70,000 SUIT AND 
PAYS THE COST 


Frederick Denies He Paid Miss 
Dailey $5000 in Breach 
of Promise Case. 








Edward P. Frederick, superintendent 
of the Broderick & Bascom Rope Co., 
denied Friday that he paid Miss Stella 
Dailey $5000 to cause her to dismiss her 
$20,000 breach of promise sult against 
him. 

“If there was any money paid, I 
should know about it, because it would 
be my money,” he declared. 

Miss Dailey appered at the Court- 
house Thursday afternon with a lawyer, 
Anthony Hochdoerfer, and instructed the 
Circuit Clerk to dismiss the suit. The 
costs in the case were taxed and Miss 
Dailey’ paid them, amounting to $414.40. 
It was reported she received $5000 from 
Frederick. 

Attorney Frederick E. Bryan, who 
filed the suit for Miss Dailey and who 
represented her in the taking of deposi- 
tions, was discharged from the cise dur- 
ing his absence from the city. 

“I left town last Monday and got 
back last night,” he said, ‘“‘and know 
nothing about the dismissal of the 
suit. Miss Dailey did not consult me. 
She often talked compromise, but I ad- 
vised against it. She did not tell me 
when I saw her last Saturday that I 
was no longer her attorney.”’ 

In her petition Miss Dailey alleged that 
he became acquainted with #rederick in 
1901, when she was 19 and he was 46, 
and that he proposed marriage, She do- 
cepted, she said, but he subsequently 
married another. The case was pending 
in Judge Rule’s court.

Prices declined 
fractionally under Thursday’s finals, but 
after the scattered profit taking among 
the smaller longs had run its course a 
steadying tendency developed. 

Complaints from the spring wheat 
belt in regard to the hot weather were 
of a very serious character, stating that 
unless rain arrives very soon large sec- 
tions of the Northwest will yield. prac- 
tically no wheat. The reports seem au- 
thentic and with advices of a similar 
nature in regard to the Canadian crop 
being forwarded took a very strong 
turn during the’ forenoon. 

It was mainly in sympathy with these 
factors and the easiness with which 
corn was advanted that offerings of 
wheat in the local market dried up early 
in the session and a strong general de- 
mand developed. There were further 
unfavorable advicess in regard to the 
crop in Russia, which also reported a 
strong cash demand for wheat in that 
country, and this encouraged the buy- 
ing, prices advancing steadily to good 
gains. 

When the early high point was reached 
very dull conditions developed, the trade 
falling off to almost nothing, and prices 
mainly on the lack of any consistent 
demand, eased off from the top levels. 
Moderate gains over Thursday's finals | 
were maintained up to noon, however. 

July wheat started with bids 4c lower 
at 88%c, advanced to 8c and was of- 
fered down to 88%c. September whea: 
opened %c lower at 88c, advanced to 
88%c, declined to 88%c, advanced to

Indian shipments of wheat were 382,- 
000 bu, against 208,000 bu last week and 
1,456,000 bu a year ago. It is estimated 
that India will ship 128,000 bu wheat 
next week.
